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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's argument remains unpersuasive 
for the reasons set forth in paragraphs 7-9 of the final rejection mailed in September 1 1 , 2006. In addition to the key issues addressed in 
the final rejection, Buldhaupt et al. teaches providing an anti-diffusion (stop-off) substance on the surface of the core sheet/s and using a 
laser source to heat locally along a delineated pattern formed on the core sheet/s (figure 2 and column 5, lines 24-50). The examiner 
interprets the local heating with a laser source along said selected pattern on the surface of the coated core sheet/s as a sintering 
process, since said heating results in the formation of cohesive and consolidated mass of the stop-off material on said pattern. 
Furthermore said patterned area represents the region on the core sheet where diffusion bonding is to be avoided. 
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
